PUEBLO, OColo., May 9.—Sanders’ Cripple 
Creek Industrials, who seized a train here 
last night and started east on the Missouri! 
Pacific Railroad, succeeded in getting around 
the opstruction near Olney, caused by ditch- 
ing an engine and boxcar in a cut, and re- 
sumed their journey eastward about 38:80 
a. m. 
Supt. Derby, when notified by wire that 
the train-seizers were again in motion, 
ordered four engines, which had been 
awaiting developments at Arlington, 
seventy - five miles from here, to 
gO East as rapidly as possible. 
He also ordered another locomotive to de 
ditched near Haswell, which is beyond 
Arlington. 

Not a train, except the stolen one, 
is now running on the Missouri! 
Pacific in  Oolorado. The tank at 
Ordway, ten miles Deyond Olney, has been 
emptied, and water for the locomotive can 
be secured only from wells. It is thought 
likely that the engine will run dry before the 
new obstruction is reached. 

No little anxiety was felt when it was 
learned that the track around the 
engine was completed, lest the Industrials 
should cut the telegraph wires, but 
the train went through without any 
molestation of the wires. It wilt be almost 
impossibie to pursue the army from this di- 
rection, since to hold their tracks around 
the ditch they have taken up 100 feet of rails.

UNIONTOWN, Fa., May9.—A battle occurred 
at the.

No one was Injured 
by bullets, but four workmen were badly 
beaten by the strikers, dne of them, Richard 
Harburger, it is though}, deing fatally in- 
jured. - | 

About 5 o'elock as Harburger und three 
companions were going to work they were 
met by a delegation of strikers, who notified 
them thatan attempt to go further would be 
fatal. Harburger argued with the men, 
but they would not give in. 
The deputies were not yet on guard to 
protect the workmen, sOthe jstrikers fell on 
them with clubs and beat them in a most 
brutal manner, Harburger was beaten into 
insensibility and would have been killed had 
not the deputies arrived bn the scene. 

The strikers would not move and the depu- 
ties opened re on them from the yards. 
When the bullets began whistling by 
their heads they let their victims 
and fied toward Danbar. At least 
twenty-five shots were fed, none of 
which took effect, owitig to the distance. 
Several shots were returned by the strikers, 
but they were not well enough armed to 
stand their ground. 

Harburger is in a critical condition and 
there is no hope of his recovery. The others 
were badly cat and bruised but their injaries 
are not of a serious natute, 

The stolen train encountered another ob- 
struction near Arlington, eighty miles east 
of this city, where four . were ditched 
by order of Supt. Derby. The Industrials are 
now laying tracks around this obstruction. 
Sheriff Moses has been trying all morning to 
raise a posse to capture sanders and his 
army, but so far has not Deen able to secure 
more than forty men.

NINE STRIKERS KILLED. 


A Battle Between Silesian Miners and 
Police. 


TroPPAU, Austrian Silesia, May 9.—Strik- 
ing miners made a desperate attack to-day 
upon adetachment of geadarmes who were 
guarding a colliery in Polish Austria, with the 
object of driving away the men who were 
at work. Many thousands of miners are 
or strike in the mining district of Sliesia,and 
a number of them have openiy defied the 
authorities upon several occasions. 

The body of miners. referred to marched 
upon the colliery carrying weapons of 
various descriptions, though heavy sticks 
predominated. Upon arriving at the colliery 
it was found that the buildings and pit en- 
trances were guarded oy a strong detachment 
of gendarmes. The rioters were warned to 
disperse, but instead of doing so they began 
pelting the police officers with stones, wouad- 
ing a number ot them. 

Finally the leaders of the mob became 
bolder and persuaded the strikers to make a 
rush. upon the police, expecting to drive 
them rom the positions which ther 
occupied. The gendarmes, after 4 last 
warning, opened firé upon the rioters, 
killing nine of them and wounding twenty 
others. The mob then fledin all direetions, 
threatening, however, to return in larger 
— and avenge the death of their com- 
rades. 

The gendarmes are being reinforced and 
no further trouble is anticipated at that par- 
ticwiar point.

They 
do not attempt to defend the Dill 
on any other score, but admit 
that it is neither the bill they would have 
drawn in other circumstances, nor tle one 
that the occasion really called for. To the 
POsT-DISPATCH correspondent Mr. Jones of 
Arkansas, who reported the new amend- 
ments, spoke of the work in this strain: We 
did the best we could,“ he said, in dar- 
monizing many conflicting iuterests. It was 
an exceedingly d:meuit task. On the one 
side was the neceséity of bringing ina bill, 
and on the other was the necessity of after- 
wards passing it by a bare majority. We had 
no leeway whatever. I believe we have 
succeeded. Local interests have been con- 
sidered, and, ia my opinion, the Dill will 
pass and become a law. 

There is some feeling in other Democratic 
quarters against the new concessions, and 
still some against the bill, because it still 
contains the income tax, dut the full extent 
of this cannot very accurately be gauged. 

Mr. Mille and Mr. Coke are indignant de- 
cause of the sweeping changes from advalor- 
em back to specific duties.

Ita attitude is clearly defined by its action 
in the Goodlett case, It affirms the 
policy of having school children of both 
sexes—for girls may be given the 
same treatment as boys—under 10 years of 
age dragged without warrant from the 
school benches by policemen, thrown into 
**hoodlum’’ wagons, driven through the 
streets in ‘disgrace and imprisoned in the 
| holdover with the most vicious and hard- 
ened criminals for the heedlese faults of 
childhood. Jt affirms the ‘propriety of 
turning over the discipline and © moral 
training of the public school chil- 
dren to the police and the criminal 
courts. It affirms the arrest of tender 
children without reference to the rules of 
the school-room, without regard to their 
moral welfare, without warning to parents 
and without warrant of law. 

This policy, ingugurated by the instruo- 
tions of President Brockman, Chairman 
Holthaus and Attorney Stark and indorsed 
by the School Board involves possible con- 
sequences of the gravest import. Itin- 
volves the degradation of public ed- 
ucational methods to the level of the 
processes of criminal punishment. It 
involves the possible demoralization and 
ruin of tender children by familiarity 
with prison cells and contact with the 
dregs of society. It involves the 
sacrifice of the rights and the 
moral character of the children of this city 
and the violation of the sacred obligations 
of the school authorities to the people in 
the care and training of the school 
children. : 

The Post-DIsPATcH protests against this 
outrageous policy in behalf of the people 
of St. Louis and the children who are to 
be its future citizens. It would be better 
to raze all public school buildings to the 
ground than to make them nurseries of 
criminals and jail birds.

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DISTRUST OF THE PEOPLE. 

The editor of a popular magazine has 
worked himself into a condition of excite- 
ment over some evidence he has accum- 
ulated indicating that there is among 
‘teducated men a distrust of universal 
suffrage. 

The original cause of his fright is a state- 
ment to that effect made by Editor Godkin 
of the New York Evening Post, which is 
corroborated by the testimony of a few col- 
lege presidents, who confess that they 
have met with such distrust among 
‘‘educated men. It would per- 
haps be well to inquire first 
what is meant by ‘‘educated men,’’ be- 
cause men are often given that title when 
they are only half educated men; that is 
to say, their education is derived solely 
from books and they are wholly ignorant of 
men and of the practical concerns of men. 
But granting that a few well ‘‘educated 
men’’ doubt the wistom of universal 
suffrage, there is no occasion for fear. 

There never was a time in the history of 
the United States, in which the most per- 
fect experiment of popular government 
yettried has been made, that there was 
notin the body politic a considerable ele- 
ment of Tories, of men who feared that the 
people would do something tagh;*and who 
thought some restraint should be put upon 
them. No matter how perfectly this ex- 
periment may be worked Sut probably 
there always will be some remnant of this 
Tory element. But if the fear 127 
ular rashnéss were ‘analysed it 
be found, im nine cases out of. 
ten, to be based on fear of the sweeping 
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ticher. Predictions of popular rash- 
nens never come true. The truth 
is the real danger to Democracy 
comes from above, from the superior be- 
ings who prefer thinking out problems of 
government to working them out and out 
‘from men whose selfish purposes give them 
reason to distrust the people. The upward 
movements from the mass of the people 
are invariably beneficial and enrich the 
stream of life for all, 

Aside from the blessing of universal 
suffrage as the foundation of free self-gov- 
ernment it is invaluable as a means of po- 
litical education and development. Prog- 
ress inheres in it and the germ of ultimate 
political perfection is found here if any- 
where. Its great work will goon despite 
the fears of a few so-called ‘‘educated 
men. 

— — . — 
SOLD OUT. 

The McKinley bill was a hap-hazard ir- 
rational grab, each beneficiary writing his 
own clause and getting whatever he want- 
ed. There was not a scrap of financial 
wisdom init. It was not designed to pro- 
vide revenue for the Government, but mo- 
nopoly profits for all who contributed to 
the Republican campaign fund in 1888. 

The amended bill now before the Sen- 
ate is little better. Except the income 
tax, which may yet be eliminated, it pro- 
vides for duties lower than the McKinley 
atrocity, but still outrageously bigh and 
in many cases prohibitory. The amend- 
ments. 300 or 400 in number, were 
concocted stealthily, because they 
would never have received consid- 
eration. in public session. They 
are all concessions or rather sur- 
renders to monopoly, and if any special 
interest has not got what it wants it is 
because it had no pull or neglected to em- 
ploy the pull it had. When these wake 
up tothe grab game going on they will no 
doubt make their demands ‘‘in no uncer- 
tain tones,’’ and be appeased with a due 
share of the plunder. 

But unsatisfactory as it is the bill does 
lower some of the McKinley rates and per- 
haps will lighten the burden of monopoly 
to some extent. Besides the salt is still 
there, the income tax has not yet been cut 
out and may be the nucleus of the reform 
measure which is sure to be presented 
in some future Congress. The ‘‘conserva- 
tives’’ have sold out the party to the mo- 
nopolists. They have played the role of 
Judas, but they have not extinguished the 
principles of Democracy any more than 
did the apostolictraitor destroy the religion 
of Christ when he sold his Master for 
thirty pieces of silver. 
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PULLS. 


In an address delivered last week Gen. 
Wager Swayne declared that we were 
living under a government of pulls.“ 
He had reference more especially to muni- 
cipal governments, but recent events show 
clearly enough that pulls areas potent in 
the National Congress as in the city legis- 
latyres. 

Legislation for the public good, free from 
all taint of private interest, is almost a 
thing of the past in every large city. To 
get an ordinance through some individual 
or syndicate must be satisfied that there is 
‘tsomething in it’’ for him or them. 
When this is demonstrated pressure of all 
sorts, from flat bribes to social influence is 
brought to bear and the job goes 
through. When a special privilege is 
attacked in the interest of the whole 
people, the interested individuals work 
their pull,pay for peace and that is the last 
heard of reform in that direction. In State 
Legislatures the man witha pull can get 
anything, and the community without 
a pull can get nothing. 

There is no partisanship in a gov- 
ernment of pulls. The only controversy is 
between the gangs which have the most 
money and the gangs which have the 
least; and to prevent unseemly wrangling, 
which would not look well in the news- 
papers, the gangs usually pool their issues 
and pull together. 

In Congress the men with pulls ordered 
the passage of the McKinley law in 1890 
and in 1894 forbid its repeal or serious 
amendment, These men are neither Re- 
publicans nor Democrats, but in order the 
better to bamboozle the people, their at- 
torneys in Congress choose sides—by toss- 
ing coppers for instance—and then proceed 
to debate“ a question which has already 
been decided for them by their masters, 
the meu with pulls.

Your editorial of Saturday on the pena. 
water contempt case at Omaha calls to mind 
a similar case that occurred in San Francis- 
co some years ago, in which the editor of the 


Star, a local organ, vigilantly active in point- 
ing out abuses of public trust, was fined and 
jailed for criticising the action of a judge of 
one of the local courts. This jad was a 
notorious partisan of the 8 regime 
which looted the munici 8 and 
turned over the city, boun X and foot, 
to the corporations, of which the blind 
was the convenient and adept tool. 
The Star had made war from the start 
on these modernized highway ro 

and had pressed them 80 ciosely that it de- 
gan to hurt, and the inference amounts to 
conviction that Barry’s (the editor) criti- 
cism of the court was made a pretext to 
silence him, but they found a man that could 
not be silenced in any such way. He carried 
the case up and incited protests from the 
respectable elements of the city, and the 
higher court reversed the judgment and 
set Barry free. Afterwards the matter was 
taken to the Legislature, and influence 
brought to bear and a statute was passed lim- 
iting the powers of courts in respect of con 
tempt cases, 1 believe it denies the power 
of any judge to cite for contempt unless the 
act for which citation is given is committed 
in the court and presence of the judge issu- 
ing the decree. 

The position of the Post-DisPatos is mi-
